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INGLE SAM LOOKS ON THE NINE AND A HALF BILLIONS 
FOREIGN INDEBTEDNESS AS “SOME’* ASSET. 


The announcement by Austin Chamberlain that the British 
Government is planning to pay the United States f40,000,000 an­ 
nually as interest on the British war indebtedness to the United 
States has not been received officially here. 
The question of 
interest is expected to be considered in connection with the nego­ 
tiations looking to the funding of the allied debt to the United 
States in long-time obligations which. Secretary' of the Treasury 
Mellon indicated are expected to begin rn Washington within a 
short time. 
According to the last report of the Secretary- of the Treasury, 
accrued interest on the British loan to November 15^ 1920, 
amounted to $211,524,703.02. 
It was generally understood that 
the policy of the American Government was to defer collection 
of the interest on the foreign debt during the so-called reconstruc­ 
tion period of two or three years from the spring of 1919. Public 
announcement of that position of the Treasury- was made in 1919. 
The rate of interest on the loans made the Aloes corresponds to 
the rate of interest of the Liberty Bond issue, from the sale cf 
which the foreign loans were made. 
The Administration, which regards the aihed indebtedness of 
something more than $9,500,000,000 as a very definite asset, 
holds the funding of the loans and the fixing of the new interest 
rates to be in no way involved with the 
reparations question. 
What are now demand loans, advanced the allied nation1? during 
the w-ar, will be converted into term obligations independent of 
any settlement Germany may make with the Allies on the subject 
of indemiuies. Any suggestion of cancellation of the 
debts 
is 
farthest from the Administration’s thought. 
The State Department it is understood shortly will extend 
an invitation to the nations indebted to the United States to open 
negotiations and foreign commissioners charged with handling the 
affair for their Governments will come to Washington. The plan 
of negotiations now under consideration does not contemplate a 
general conference. 
Instead, such loans will be considered sep­ 
arately with indications that discussion of the terms of fnding 
the loan to Great Britain w-fll come first.
